The first species of evil is unfor- 
tunately not contined to the country 
where the revolution occurs, but is 
experienced in all countries of like 
origin, unless, as In the case of Mex- 
ico, education and a settled poiitical 
system afford the necessary correc- 
tive. 

Anything that tends to render the 
idea vf revolution less repellent to a 
nation is to be deprecated; and it is 
to be observed that the more familiar 
such an idea becomes, the less repug- 
nant does It grow.

As to the other aspect of the case, 
fis unfortunately but too true that 
each new revolution in Latin-Ameri- 
can countries as a general rule causes 
them to remain longer and more de- 
cid-diy in the black books of the 
investing nations.

There may be occasions when {ft Is a 
reproach not to do what under or- 
dinary circumstances it would be a

Wealth and Waste. 


The United States treasury statis- 
tics for ten months of the present 
fiscal period, or down to April 30, 
show imports to the amount of a bil- 
Hon doilars and exports of a billion 
and a half. This makes an apparent 
balance of trade in favor of the 
United States of $500,000,000. De- 
spite all the talk of a foreign 
league against American manufac- 
tured goods, the United States sold in 
the ten months to the value of $495,- 
000,000, a gain of $50,000,000 over 
the corresponding period of the pre- 
vious fiscal year. Farm products ex- 
ported totalled £853,752,000, an as- 
tonishing record. Mines and forests 
contributed more than $100,000,000 
to the immense volume of exports. 
Aand May and June statistics are yet 
to be published. Surely an astonish- 
Ing record. 

The Wall Street Journal, surveying 
this balance of trade of $500,000,000 
in ten months,.is not disposed to 
“canta: ia victoria.” It makes these 
soundly discriminating remarks: 


Yet things are not always what 
they seem. Instead of this vast sur- 
Plus being ours to-get, we are really 
paying it out almost as fast as we get 
It. It is possible that our bill for 
European travel, by 
tüs summer, may pare down this 
half-billion of credits to about three 
hundred million dollars. It is not im- 
probable that we pay out more than a 
hundred millon of the balance for 
ocean transportation. During the re- 
cent slump in the stock market our 
securities were bought by Europe in 
cargoes, figuratively speaking. The 
Interest om these securities and those 
already there may possibly be esti- 
mated as amounting to another hun- 
dred million. Finally, we nnd that 
there are only a paltry hundred mil- 
Hons left for -the.remittances of im- 
migrants to their home countries, and 
for other miscellaneous outlays. 


Our contemporary'’s estimate of 
$200,000,000 for foreign travel is an 
astounding one, but probably it ap- 
proximates closely to the real amount. 
The American people are having a 
“good time” with their new wealth. 
They make money and they spend it. 

But, fortunately, they have other 
sources of wealth than the foreign 
trade. Estimates a. to the annual in- 
crease of wealth in the whole United 
States differ, running from $2,000,- 
000,000 to $3,000,000,000 yearly, the 
present total of the national wealth 
being set down at $105,000,000,000, 
making the United States, as the Lon- 
gon Times says, “the richest nation 
on earth.” So also said Mr. M. G. 
Mulhall, the noted British statistician. 
The Sun Franciscu disaster made only 
2 small hole in the annual addition to 
the total wealth of the nation, and 
some of the loss is made good by 
foreign fire insurance companies. 

In the United States, as in Great 
Britain, Germany, France and Rus- 
sia, there is too much governmental 
extravagance, local and national. Al- 
most everywhere national expendi- 
tures are increasing too fast, and 
nothing, apparently, wiil stay the 
hands of the lavish spenders, Navies 
land armaments are costing too 
and as money oes not grow 
it comes out of the

TWO AMERICANS WERE KILLED 
BY THE STRIKERS. 


BOTH GOVERNMENTS ACTIVE 


Washington AuthoritiesExercise Great 
Care Not to Violate International | 
Laws—Governor Izabal Now ati 
Cananea and Gencral Luis Torres Ig 
En Route There With Troops— 
Diplomate Exchanges Between 
Mexico and Washington. 


| The serious disturbances at the 


mining camp of ganeneay Sonora, and 
the conflicts there between the Mex- 
a 


ican and American elements were 
general theme of conversation in this 
city yesterday. 

In brief, the Mexican employes of 
the Greene Consolidated Copper com- 
pany went on strike, complaining ; 
that they were not treated fairly and} 
that American employes were given: 
the preference over them in every 
respect, 

This strike was wholly pacific, and! 
jit will be observed, from the dispatch | 
of General Luis E. Torres, command- } 
er of the First military zone, that! 
one of the strikers were armed. |! 
im consequence the statement 
recne that the trouble was promoted | 
by a socialistic group, as shown in a! 
telegram sent out by him and pub-i 
Ushed below, fs not only misleading. 
but utterly ludicrous. Any one who! 
knows the Mexican operative will ac-: 
knowledge this. 

The real trouble began at the ium- 
ber yard. There the unarmed Mexi- 
cans were fired upon by the persons 
in charge and the violent aggression 
caused such indignation that the 
workmen started to hurl rocks and 
other missiles that were available and 
killed two Americans called Metcalf, 
So far.it seems that these were the 
only Americans killed and this ap- 
pears to be the sole foundation for 
the exaggerated accounts sent out by 
Consul Galbraith. | 

On the other hand, the Americans 
started out on a general fusillade 
through the streets of the town fir- 
Ing Into residences and at the people 
in the streets and in this way fifteen 
Mexicans were killed and many oth- 
ers wounded. 

It- would seem then, that so far 
from the lives of Americans being in 
danger at qaaa lives of Mex- 
icans are thos fiy jeopardised. 

The Mexican government as soon 
as it received word of the affair, di- 
rected Governor Izaba] 4nd General 
Torres to proceed without delay to 

and to get the situation in 
hand as soon as possible. Orders 
were also given for the instant con- 
centration of a sufficient force of 
edera! troops at Gananagato suffocate 
all disorders, dealing w a firm hand 
with the lawless element on both 
sides, and also, it is needless to say, 
to prevent the smallest infringement 
of the national sovereignty. 

It is gratifying to observe that the 
Washington dispatches on this point 
are conservative and there at least 
the officials have not lost their heads, 
It is some minor officials that seem 
to be responsible for the exaggerated 
proportions given to this affair in the 
United States. 

The penetration of armed forces 
into Mexico from the United States, | 
without the consent of the Mexican 
authorities, would be an act of war, 
neither more nor less,

Message From General Torres. 


The following message was received j 
by Vice President Corral from Gen- 
eral Luis E. Torres, commander of 
the federal forces in Sonora: 

“Sr. Bracamonte, inspector of tele- 
graphs. at my request asked for news 
from Commie and reports to me as 
{follows at this moment, 7:41 p. m.: 
‘General Luis E. Torres. urgent. I di- 
rected the manager of the 
office personally to gather informa- 
tion, and he makes the following 
Statement: The crowd of striking 
workmen went to the lumberyard de- 
manding the dismissal of those who 
were employed there. The answer 
given them was a volley from the 
Americans, by which two 
were wounded. The superintendents 
two brothers Metcalf. were stoned to 
death. for none of the Mexicans were 
armed. The strikers passed through 
the streets and in the center of the 
town a number of Americans in 
automobiles and on horseback fired 
right and left into the residences 
Mexican families. There were thus 
killed 15 Mexicans and a number of 
wounded. including a child who was 
leaving school. It is feared there 
may be more disturbances tonight for

After receiving the direct appeal to- 
day a hasty consulation was hid be- 
tween the Secretary of State Root. 
Brigadier General Bell, the chief of 
staff, and the law officers of the war 
department, inasmuch as the rignt of 
the United States to send troops into 
a friendly state is in doubt. 

Meanwhile the officers of the gen- 
era} staff are making ready to ene- 
cute any orders that may be issued 
as the result of Secretary Roots de- 
cision. Four troops of cavya.ry ar2 
at Fort Huachuca, just nerth of the 
international boundary in Arizona 
and the staff officers assume that by 
hard riding this force could reach 
Ganenes, within half a day af-er they 
receive orders. Communication is 
about to be opened with Malor Gen- 
eral Baldwin, commanding the south- 
western division at his headquarters 
in Oklahoma City. and he in turn 
may glive the necessary instruction ina 
case it fs decided to use American 
troops.

Ineldents of the Past. 


The situation At Gananes: is re- 
vealed by the ‘official dispatches and 


the press news as one without pre- 
cedent and the officials of both the 
state department and war department 
were very much concerned. The 
Mexican government always has been 
exceedingly jealous of any invasion 
of its territory by American troops 
and even in the troublesome days of 
the Indian warfare Mexican consent 
for our troops to run down the hos- 
tile Indjans when they crossed into 
Mexico was obtained only with great 
difficulty, So to guard against any 
infraction of international Jaw Secre- 
tary Root called on the war depart- 
ment for an exact definition of the 
conditions under which American 
troops had been employed in the past 
in this border warfare. 

Major Porter, assistant judge ad- 
vocate general, furnished such docu- 
mentary evidence as his office afford- 
ed, bearing on this point. This was 
summarized as follows: From time 
to time there have been conventions 
Or agreements between the United 
States and Mexico providing for the 
reciprocal crossing of the frontier by 
the troops of the two nations, The 
last one of this king was signed in 
Washington, June 4, 1896, and pro- 
vided that troops mignt cross the 
frontier when on a hot trail and in 
pursuit of hostile Indians. The Mex- 
ican government was reluctant to sign 
this agreement and took every pre- 
caution to limit its life and article 
nine provided “that the agreement 
shall remain in force until Kid’s band 
of hostile Indians shall be wholly ex- 
terminated or rendered obedient to 
one of the two countries.” Kid's band 
having disappeared as a hostile force 
this Convention of course is a dead 
letter. 

Cannot Take Initiative. 

A similar convention was signed in 
Washington June 20, 1890, and in 
tnat case it was provided that the 
agreement could be terminable by 
either party after four months notice 
and in no case was it to remain in 
force for more than-one year. There 
were no other treaties conveying any 
fur the introduction of 
troops across the frontier, so the state 
department officials are satisfied thai 
they have no right to act on their own 
initiative. 

Having satisfied themselves of the 
Hmitations thus placed on their lib- 
erty of action, the officials were con- 


of | siderably disturbed by the press re- 


port to the effect that Major Watts, 
commanding at Fort Huachuca, Ari- 
zona, near to the boundary, had an- 
swered the appeal of Consul Galbraith 
and started with his troops for 
It, however, developed that the 
report was not true.

GERMANS SPECIALLY ACTIVE 


Want Prohibitive Restrictions Placed 
on Importation of American Meats, 
and Demand is Made That the 
árny Discontinue Use of Canned 
Meats——French League Open War 
on American Meats and English 
City Considers Matter.

Berlin, June 2.—The meat packing 
revelations in the United States give 
the meat interests In Germany pow- 
erful arguments in support of their 
| petitions that the government will 
not modify the meat tariff regulations 
in the event of the negotiation of a 
commercial treaty wilh the United 
States. The meat combinations rep- 
resented by the National associations 
of dealers and slaughterers have 
memorialized the government to not 


even consider the relaxation of the 
import prohibitions. 
The Deutsche Fleischer Zeitung 


Says today that the petition could not 
be pressed more «energetically and 
more hopefully than now, and that 
the demand that the war department 
Stop buying canned meats for the 
army has been strengthened. So far 
as the public is concerned the ordin- 
ary potted meats have c:ready been 
wholly excluded. 

Inquiries at the imperiul health of- 
fice elicited the information that no 
official notice has been taken of the 
meat packing revelations in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Wil Bar Chicago Meat. 
Paris, June 2.—Chicago meat will 
be barred from France if the object 
of today’s meeting of the league of 
Public Hygiene, back by a score of 
French packers, can be consummated. 

The league expects to at least in- 
augurate a new system of inspection, 
which will prevent tainted meat from 
entering the country. A French emis- 
sary visited the stock yards in Chi- 
cago and obtained employment there 
for a year as a French correspondent 
and clerk. According to his testi- 
mony no meat coming from Chicago 
can be eaten with safety. 

The most sensational of the other 
evidence published today is contained 
in a declaration that cases have oc- 
curred of workmen accidentally fall- 
ing into sausage machines, and their 
bodies being ground up with other 
contents of the vats and then the 
Issue from the machine being sold 
as food for human beings. 

London is Busy. 

London, June 2.—At a meeting of 
the corporation of the clty held today 
reference was made to the packing 
disclosures in the United States. The 
chairman of the health committee 
announced that the committee en- 
tered into communication some time 
ago with the government of the 
United States through the local gov 
ernment board relative to a new 
system of inspection. 


AGREE ON STATEHOOD BILL 


Conference Committee Send 
Measure to House and Senate.

Washington, June 2.—The state- 
hood conference report was signed at 
3:01 o'clock. The report was unani- 
mous, save on what Senator Patterson, 
one of the conferees, termed “the 
crucial point,” which is the joint state- 
hood provision for Arizona and New 
Mexico. On this point the minority 
members disagree. They refuse to 
accede to the terms of the house bill, 
which they say provides “elaborate 
machinery for the coming election and 
is intended ta coerce voters to favor 
joint statehood.” 

The Democrats say there will be 
vigorous opposition to the conference 
report in the senate. 

At 3:05 p. m. Senator Beveridge 
presented the report to the senate. He 
made mo remark beyond asking that 
{the report be printed. No objection 
was made and the report thus went 
on the calendar for consideration at 
the earliest opportunity.
